NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


R elurns received up to one o’clock this 
m orning w arrant thostatem ent th at the State 
has gone D em ocratic by from 15,000 to 20,000 
m ajority. 
The D em ocrats elect three of th e four Con­ 
gressm en—Piper in the F irst D istrict; Lut- 
trell in the T hird, and W lggiuton in the 
Fourth. 
Page, R epublican, is re-elected in 
the Second District. 
T he Dem ocrats have swept San Francisco 
by a large m ajority, electing their entire Leg­ 
islativ e an d m unicipal ticket. 
In this county the Democrats elect their 
entire ticket, w ith the exception of R ow ant 
candidate tor Treasurer; Tem ple, nls com pet­ 
itor, getting in by a sm all m ajority. 
Leach, D em ocratic nom inee for Assem bly­ 
m an In San Diego county, is defeated on ac­ 
count of his opposition to W igginton. McCoy, 
for Sheriff, shared the sam e fate for the sam e 
cause. 
A lam eda county elects the entire Demo­ 
cratic Legislative ticket. W onders will never 
cease. 
W ig 
by a sm all m ajority. 
I t U reported th a t M ayor Beaudry will to­ 
night veto the resolution locating the Los An 
geles and Independence railroad depot on San 
Pedro street. 
S an Luis Obispo county gives 100 Democratic 
m ajority. 
San Q aentln, w hich the R epublicans were 
w ont to call a Democratic precinct, gives 
Phelps eight m ajority over Irwin. 


T he general Impression based on 
the evidence so far elicited is that Mr. 
R a lsto n died of apoplexy and that he 
had no thought of taking his life 
when he went into the water. 


The Wages ot Labor. 


W hen the H e r a l d said that Judge 
T h o m p s o n would polla very respecta­ 
ble vote the H o u g h t o n men thought it 
a good joke and laughed consuniedly. 
As to whose head was nearest level we 
refer the curious to the returns. Sev­ 
eral days before the election the Judge 
asserted that he would come out sec­ 
ond in the race aud at this the H o u g h ­ 


t o n men laughed again. W e now be­ 
lieve the Judge was very near the 
tru th and we shall not be at all sur­ 
prised if the full returns show H o u g h ­ 


t o n to be the last man in the race. 
However this may turn out those who 
laughed so heartily at the Judge's can­ 
didacy must adm it that he developed 
a strength which astonished his most 
sanguine friends. 


Dispatches from Sail Diego say th at 
ex-Senator M c C o y , Democratic candi­ 
date for Sheriff and L e a c h , Demo­ 
cratic nominee for Assemblyman are 
both defeated by large majorities. W e 
record the fact with a great deal of 
pleasure. The course of both these 
gentlemen during the campaign has 
been anything but Democratic. 
M c ­ 
C o y was a delegate to the convention 
which nominated Mr. W ig g in t o n for 
Congress, yet he went home and repu­ 
diated the m an he should have worked 
and voted for, He has in turn been 
repudiated by the Democracy of his 
couuty and we are glad of It. 
L e a c h 
pandered to what he mistook to be a 
popular prejudice ami while being a 
Democratic nominee used the little 
influence he possessed against a Dem­ 
ocratic candidate. The 
election of 
such Democrats as M cC o y and L e a c h 
have proven themselves is no credit to 
the party. Let them become m on­ 
grels by profession as they have by 
practice. 


Our esteemed friends of the Federal 
Brigade are not happy. 
They played 
a nice little game aud did not take a 
trick. They well knew th at under 
the name of Republican they could not 
elect a single candidate in this county. 
The Independent wigwam was empty 
owing to the demise of the occupant, 
and the idea occurred to our friends 
B r i e r l y and B o u t o n to take posses­ 
sion of th at dilapidated structure and 
try the experim ent of running a ticket 
made up of Republicans under the 
nam e of Independent. It was a pret­ 
ty neat trick but it did not work. The 
people saw the scheme and while the 
Express predicted the election of the 
entire ticket by a thousand majority, 
the voters went to the polls and knock­ 
ed the house th at B r i e r l y builtabout 
the ears of the Republican candidates 
who had takeu refuge beneath its roof. 
W e rejoice in the victory of the peo­ 
ple and hope that hereafter parties 
will retain their own names. 


T h e returns so far received indicate 
th at the H e r a l d was rather below 
than above the m ark when it fixed 
W ig g in t o n ’s majority in the district 
at from 1,500 to 2,000. 
It is probable 
that before this issue of the H e r a l d 
is published Vve shall be able to give 
more defínate figures. It now looks 
as though Mr. W i g o in t o n ’s m ajority 
in this county will approximate 1,000. 
The vote on Congressman is a compli­ 
m ent to the intelligence of the people 
of Los Angeles county and shows th at 
they are capable of judging between 
m an and man even though the most 
competent is persistently misrepresent' 
ed and abused as was Mr. W ig g in t o n 
by the Express and other papers in tne 
interest of H o u g h t o n . 
The H e r a l d 
advocated the election of W ig g in t o n 
because it believed him the man of 
all the candidates before the people 
who would best represent Southern 
California in Congress and we are 
strong in the faith that he will prove 
himself as able and competent as we 
have represented him. 


There is much senseless ranting 
against the depreciation of wages in 
California by the competition of the 
Chinese. Now we are not among 
those who regard cheap labor a bless­ 
ing. A fair distribution of theprolits 
between the capitalist and the laborer 
promotes a healthy condition of soci­ 
ety. 
W here capital commands such 
handsome returns as it does in this 
State, the laborer should be also re­ 
warded. Mr. J. R. D o d g e the Statis­ 
tician of the Departm ent of Agricul­ 
ture a t W ashington in his last m onth­ 
ly report has an interesting article on 
the wages of farm laborers in the Uuit- 
ed States with board where hands con­ 
tract by the year which shows that 
the Pacific coast offers the greatest in­ 
ducements to the hardy toilers of the 
soil. 
In the Southern States the av­ 
erage monthly wages of farm hands 
are set down at $10,17 per m onth; in 
the W estern $13,60; in the middle 
$16,81; in the Eastern $18,58; in the 
Territories $18,25 and in the Pacific 
States $28,12. Thus it will be seen 
that the laborer receives on this coast 
one hundred per cent more than in the 
W estern States and this in despite of 
the fact th at his board costs double 
what it does in Illinois or Ohio. In 
1866 the Illinois farm hand received 
$18,72 and now he gets $16,14, a de­ 
crease of nearly 14 per cent; while the 
California hand now gets $28,60 against 
$30,35 in 1866 a decrease of only 5 per 
cent. The 
average 
for the whole 
country is now $12,40 per month with 
board against $15,88 in 1866.—a fallin 
off of nearly 22 per cent. Statistics 
sometimes spoil tlio nicest theories. 


I t is whispered that it is the inten­ 
tion of Mayor B e a u d r y to veto the 
ordinance locating the depot of the 
Los Angeles aud Independence Rail­ 
road on San Pedro street. W§ do not 
know that His Honor has decided on 
this course, nor are we prepared to say 
that the point selected is or is not the 
most desirable location that could be 
found, but as a veto will accomplish 
nothing beyond delaying the progress 
of the road, we are in hopes that it 
will not be presented. The ordinance 
will be passed over the veto, and all 
that will result from the exercise of 
His Honor's prerogative will be delay; 
unless, indeed, the act will so exasper­ 
ate the company that they will locate 
the depot away out at the race track. 
This would be a serious injury to the 
city. 


so far throughout the State give the 
Democrats from ten to fifteen thous­ 
and majority.

Independent. 
The vote of the town of Santa Bar­ 
bara, is as follows: Jrwin 323, Bid well 
181, Phelps 284, Houghton 534, AVig- 
ginton 212. 
Congressman Luttrell is re elected 
in the Third District by a large major­ 
ity. 
Santa Barbara lias gone Democrat­ 
ic. 
The Democrats of San Francisco 
elect W. A. Piper to Congress. 
S a n F r a n c is c o , 9 p . m ., Sept. 2.— 
The city has gone so largely Demo­ 
cratic that even the Mayor is carried 
by them in spite of the strong opposi­ 
tion. Crowley too, 1ms the lead for 
Chief of Police and will probably be 
elected. Irw in’s majority in the State 
will probably figure up not less tlmn 
10,000. Page Republican, is elected to

S a n F ra n c isc o, Sept. 2.—The elec­ 
tion yesterday was almost void of ex­ 
citement. At most of the wards there 
was unusual dullness, in some places 
not a vote cast for an hour. 
Up to 
noon less thon 5,000 had been cast in 
the 49 voting precincts, after that hour 
the voting increased somewhat. At 
two o’clock 12,000 had been polled. 
Most of the voting had been done from 
4 o’clock up to the closing of the polls. 
Quiet and order prevailed up to the 
close, and during the whole day but 
one person was arrested forinflringing 
the one hundred foot law, and this 
proved to be an iuadvertance. It is 
safe to state that not more than five 
percent, of the whole number of votes 
went in straight votes. Voters in all 
parties freely scratched, especially the 
city ticket. 
Up to twelve o’clock mid­ 
night less than two thousand votes 
had been counted in all the precincts 
of the city. The work progresses slow­ 
ly, taking on an average ten minutes 
to count each ticket. 
The indications are that the Demo­ 
cratic State ticket will have at least 
3,000 majority in the city. For Mayor 
the contest is between Bryant and 
Clayton. It is thought that a majori­ 
ty of the Board of Supervisors will be 
Democratic. 
D. O. Mills authorizes the state­

The Board of Brokers have had a meet­ 
ing this morning, in which some ac­ 
tion is expected looking towards the 
re-opening of the Board, though it is 
thought some settlement of the affairs 
of the Bank of California will be ne­ 
cessary as a precursor to the opening 
of the Stock Board. The reports of 
the called meeting of the stockholders 
of the Bank of California proves un­ 
founded. The Directors and friends of 
the bank are still at work endeavoring 
to arrange matters, and there is a 
strong feeling among well informed 
financiers that arrangements will be 
made to secure depositors against any 
loss, whether resumption takes place 
or not. On the whole, affairs seem to 
he looking up, and the best of feeling 
lire vails in monetary and commercial 
circles.
